T h e business man who lets his 
printing to the lowest bidder will 
generally not get much publicity 
for his money . 
The wise man who 
hires another for a day ’s work will 
not alway s choose the individual 
who will work the allotted time 
for the least money .

hand he will try to secure the best 
value for the money he pay s for 
labor. The laborer is worthy of his 
hire whether he works on a farm, 
in a printing office or on a railroad. 
This thing of cutting down wages 
by “ letting” to the lowest bidder 
is what laboring people regard as 
the greatest danger that faces them. 
It makes the awful sweat-shop. 
The officials themselves never in­ 
vite bids for the jobs they hold-- 
not much. 
They pocket their sal­ 
ary or fees and do their economiz 
ing on the other fellow. 
By fol­ 
lowing 
this plan they cut the 
profits of the other fellow, but get 
full pay for their own 
services. 
T ha t’s why wages are low and 
salaries of public officials are high.

N E W G R A F T iS A T W ORK. 


Latest Is tlie Creditors’ Realization 
Co., of Chicagro—Its Mode 
of Procedure. 


The two M., K. & T. employes 
who lost their positions the past 
week by giving a Chicago collec­ 
tion agency an order for their last 
month’s wages, as chronicled in 
the Sunday 
D emocr at , were vic­ 
tims of a “ graft” like the foliow- 
ing, referred to by the Moberly 
Monitor last Saturday: 
Tne proceUure of the company is 
to go into other states and buy up 
claims of local merchants against 
railways employes. 
Then 
they 
bring garnishment suits in Chicago 
against the companies employing 
the alleged debtors. 
Neither the 
creditor nor the debtor is a resident 
of this county or state, but the 
railway company, having agencies 
here, can be sued in this city. 
As 
it is practically impossible to de­ 
fend the suits here except at con­ 
siderable 
expense, 
the 
scheme 
would have worked admirably had 
not the railways taken up the cause 
of their employes and put their 
own lawyers at work. 
The manner in which the scheme 
is worked is described by Wm. H. 
Lee, who has been acting for the 
Wabash in the matter as follows: 
“ Miller, who is head of the 
Realization company, sends his 
agent to towns outside of Illinois 
where railway men are employed, 
and they go to the local merchants 
and ask if they have any accounts 
against railroaders. 
As a rule they 
all have some, and then an offer is 
made to buy them at 50 cents on 
the dollar. 
Then suits are brought 
in Justice Blum’s court, with the 
invariable result that judgment is 
rendered, no matter what happens. 
“ I 
have 
judgments rendered 
against my company in fifteen 
cases and have thirty-five more 
pending. 
The 
debtors 
are not 
here and it is expensive to bring 
them here. 
If you do, it is of no 
use, as I found when I brought 
them up from Lafayette. 
Miller 
simply took a continuance on me, 
and, of course, I could not keep my 
people here forever. 
We have, 
however, taken appeals to the up­ 
per courts, and Judge Brentino 
has so far promptly dismissed the 
cases as soon as they go before him. 
It cost $12.50 to appeal the case, 
however, and this is a hardship on 
these employes. 
“ As an instance of the way the 
plan works, take the case of J. W. 
Ingram & Co. vs. 
William H. 
Witherspoon, brought from Mo­ 
berly, Mo. 
Witherspoon’s wages 
were garnisheed here by Miller on 
a claim pretended to be assigned to 
him by Ingram & Co., and we 
produced an affidavit from Mr. In­ 
gram swearing he had never as­ 
signed the claim nor authorized 
the beginning of the suit and di­ 
recting the justice to dismiss it. He 
stated that all that had passed be­ 
tween the Realization company 
and himself was that when its 
agent came to his store in Moberly 
and wanted to know if he had any 
claims against railroaders he an­ 
swered yes and gave some of the 
amounts, among them being one 
against Witherspaon. 
“ With only this for a basis suit 
was brought here 
in Ingram’s 
name, with a bond signed ‘John 
H. Miller, agent,’ and in spite of 
Ingram’s orders to dismiss, judg­ 
ment was entered against the com­ 
pany.”

HOODOO IN SCRAP HEAP. 


Item.s of Intel est Picked Up from Va- 
rious Sources for tbe Benefit 
of “ jDemocraC' Headers. 


The oldest locomotive in opera­ 
tion will soon be withdrawn from 
service and placed in the Durham 
college of science, at Newcastle-on- 
Tyne. 
This 
locomotive was built by 
George Stephenson for the Hetton 
colliery, near Durham, and placed 
in service on November i8, 
1S22, 
nearly three years before the first 
public railway in the world was 
opened— the Stockton Sc Darling­ 
ton railrosd. 
It was designed to draw a train 
of sixty-four tons at a speed of four 
miles an hour on steep grades, and 
has been continuously operated at 
the Hetton colliery until recently, 
or for nearly eighty years. 
On a 
level track the locomotive could 
haul 120 tons ten m les ali hour.

The Laki Erie a .id Western rail­ 
road has just sea to the scrap heap 
six locomotive-, none of which was 
less than thirty years old. 
T hey 
were 
bought 
when 
the 
line was operated as the Peru and 
Indianapolis, and were run under 
all the varying changes of owner­ 
ship of the line, doing duty in later 
years in light passenger service and 
in freight yards. 
One of the six. No. 7 9» was the
